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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 1 02(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 64 and 67 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, in the 



alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Zhu et al. (Pat. No. 6,044,296). 
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The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
only under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) might be overcome 
by: (1 ) a showing under 37 CFR 1 .1 32 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not an 
invention "by another"; (2) a showing of a date of invention for the claimed subject 
matter of the application which corresponds to subject matter disclosed but not claimed 
in the reference, prior to the effective U.S. filing date of the reference under 37 CFR 
1 .131 ; or (3) an oath or declaration under 37 CFR 1 .130 stating that the application and 
reference are currently owned by the same party and that the inventor named in the 
application is the prior inventor under 35 U.S.C. 104, together with a terminal disclaimer 
in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c). This rejection might also be overcome by showing 
that the reference is disqualified under 35 U.S.C. 103(c) as prior art in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a). See MPEP § 706.02(l)(1) and § 706.02(l)(2). 

Zhu et al. explicitly disclose all the limitations of claim 64 with the exception of the 
limitation concerning sensing an evoked response from the atrial or ventricular electrode 
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used to deliver the electrical stimulus. While Zhu et al. show a two bipolar lead 
arrangement in Fig. 2, they disclose that the inventive arrangement may be practiced 
with a single unipolar or bipolar lead, or a plurality of unipolar leads and bipolar leads 
(col. 4, lines 45-50). A single unipolar or bipolar lead configuration would necessarily 
require the same electrode(s) used in pacing to be used for sensing. In any event, 
despite possible afterpotential effects, the use of one electrode to both pace and sense 
is old and well-known in the pacing arts. Such arrangements have the obvious benefit 
of not requiring additional electrodes to sense. Given that Zhu et al. disclose a reduced 
coupling capacitance method to attenuate afterpotentials, any artisan of ordinary skill in 
the art desiring to limit the effects of such potentials in systems that happen to utilize the 
same electrode to pace and sense, would have seen the obviousness of reducing the 
coupling capacitance in order to gain the same benefits taught by Zhu et al.. 
Afterpotentials are a known problem in same pacing/sensing electrode systems so 
those of ordinary skill when presented with a solution to help reduce such potentials 
would have found it obvious to try the solution to similarly reduce undesired after 
effects. One would reasonably expect successful reduction in afterpotentials because 
the attenuation of afterpotentials via reduced coupling capacitance is independent of the 
sensing configuration (i.e., one would expect systems employing the same electrode to 
both pace and sense and systems utilizing different electrodes to pace and sense to 
equally benefit from a relative afterpotential reduction as compared to those systems 
(systems employing either the same or different pacing/sensing electrodes) not 
reducing the coupling capacitance). 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 52, 53, 56-59, 65, 66, 68 and 69 are allowed.
